SCHOOL REPORT. 


It is a pleasure to reportnone but good schools during the past year. Of 
course there have been grades among them, but none have been below the 
average standard of schools in this vicinity during a series of years. 

No incident has occured which required the interference of your committee. 

Most of the schools were found in good condition at the commencement of 
the Summer terms, and, whileit is believed that none have retrograded, in 
many, avery decided improvement has been made, both in deportment and in 
knowledge. 

Tardiness, dismissal and irregularity of attendance still remains in some de- 
gree pests in our schools, though among the bright records of the year are five 
terms in which no instance of tardiness occured. 

The whole number of scholars attending the several schools in town dur- 
ing the year reported as not having been absent one half day, is over two 
hundred. | 

Due careon the part of parents will aid the teachers in keeping their regis- 
_ ters free from ‘“‘tardy marks,” and assist their children in cultivating habits 
of punctuality which will be of greater value to them in the battle of life than 
gold. It looks niggardly, as though parents begrudged the few hours which 
ere alloted their children for study, to see an endless array of oom hii marks’’ 
wgainst their names on the register. 

Again tardiness is a nuisance in this, that it interrupts the order and quiet- 
ude of the school room and distracts the attention of the whole school. One 
scholar entering the school room after the study of the morning has commenc- 
ed will take the attention of every other scholar. Nowin a school of sixty 
scholars if there is only one instance of tardiness in each day, and if the school 
is disturbed but for a single moment, by each interruption, we havea loss of 
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‘sixty minutes or one hour every day, or a whole day out of every weck lost, 
and when the register is half covered with ‘tardy marks,’ the loss of time in 
the aggregate is appalling. Thus parents who permit their children to be 
habitually tardy are not only doing their best to make those children failures 
in everything they undertake through life, but are robbing other children 
(whose chances for success they have no right to impair) of precious moments, 
the loss of which can never be replaced. 

Our school rooms ought to be made more comfortable—warmer. With large 
cracks underneath every door, and all around the outside of the room, between 
the floor and the base boards (if indeed there are any of the latter) for the cold 
wind to below through, it is impossible for the scholars to keep their feet warm 
enough for health, to say nothing of comfort. Again, as heat rises, the stoves, 
instead of being elevated on iegs, ought to be placed on a level with the floor, 
set in brick and mortar to guard against fire. As our school rooms are now 
ventilated (at the bottom).and heated, the head one upper portions of the body 
are kept in an atmosphere much to warm for health while the lower extreme- 
tics are so cold that the blood scarcely circulates through them at all, Your 
«hildren have colds.. No wonder! Fix up your school rooms in accordance 
with common sense and your children will have fewer colds, be more comfor- 
table and learn faster. 

Owing to the biennial distribution of the surplus money accruing from. the 

i: dogs, and the omission of the power to raise any money for the support 

heols beyond the ammount required by law to be raised for that purpose, 
our school fund the past year was less by about seven hundred dollars than 
the previous year. 

It is thought proper here to allude to the fact that the deridutions by dogs 
pon the farmer’s flocks have been so extensive during the past, year as to re- 
quire the entire amount of money received into the treasury from the tax on 
‘iags to: liquidate the damages so occasioned ; consequently nothing can be 
«xpeeted from that fund toward maintaining the schools the coming year. 

In consequence of the diminution of our school money the past year, our 
schools have been much shorter than usual. One summer term was but three 
weeks, and two terms were only four weeks in length. These terms were 
altogether too short for profit. It would have been far better to have had 
one term in the Autumn in each of these districts than to have divided ' the 
money and had two terms, and your committee so advised at the time. If 
we have no more money the coming year then we have had during the past, 
it is hoped that prudential committees in the small districts will at least 
consider this last suggestion. 

When the terms are so short, but little more than a begining can be made, 
and the consequence is that scholars have to re-commence the studies every 
term, which they might finish in two or three of respectable length. This: 
system of short terms is very much like thefrog in the well which climbed 
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up two etones in the daytime but slipped back onc every night. In this con- 
nection, as a means of securing terms of greater length a union of such district 

as would be beneficial by union is again earnestly recommended by your com- 
mittee and attention is asked to the following suggestions relative thereto. 

It seems as though district No. 18. ought to be discontinued and the bulk 
of it uuited with No. 11—the remaiuder with No. 1. District No. 11 needs 
a new schoo] house any way, and perhaps a new house could be so located as 
to accommodate the scholars in that district and nearly the whole of 18 at the 
same time. . . 

Number nine ought to unite with ten. Number seven, in which there are 
no scholars, and the fraction of 19 which lies in this town ought to unite or 
be united with No. 6. By this last union, a graded school could be establish- 
ed at the Lower Village, at which during the winter term at least instruction 
could be given in all the English branches, commonly taught in the academies, 
and the necessity of sending your children away from home, away from your 
own oversight to be educated, avoided. This would be a saving to the pock- 
ets of all who desire (and who does not ?) to give their children a more liberal 
education than can be acquired in our district schools as at present conducted. 
It would also be a blessing to those children whose parents are unable to send 
them to the academies for training, as well as a safeguard against the tempta- 
tions which beset scholars who attend large schools away from the restraining 
influence of home. 

It is also recommended to prudential committees and the citizens of each 
district, when they have a good teachar to keep her as long as they can. It 
takes some time for teacher and scholar to become acquainted, and much is 
lost by a frequent change in teachers. 

By diminishing the number of districts, the first step toward improving our 
schools will be taken, and well taken. By uniting in interest and attention to 
our schools and sustaining every teacher until removed by lawful authority, 
their prosperity will surprise us. Let no sectional jealousy, no local pride 
stand in the way of the union of districts of hands and hearts for the interests 
of our common schools. 

DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Grammar Scnoor.—Summer Term. Taught by Miss Nettie Hazen of Hills- 
borough. Miss H. is a superior teacher and her labors here were attended 
with her usual success. All the classes showed the effect of thorough instruc- 
tion. The rule for extracting the square root was correctly demonstrated upon 
the board by two pupils without the aid of book, and the examination in the 
other branches was equally satisfactory. Nine scholars were not absent one 

half day. 

Winter Term.—Taught by Mr. George Patten of Deering. This was an- 
other good term. Mr. P. is a thorough practical teacher and in every sense, 
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master, Good progress was made in the studies and good order maintained in 
the school room and in the yard during school hours. 

Primary DEraARTMENT.—Both terms were taught by Miss Helen D. Grimeg 
ot Hillsborough, and were completely successful. It must be apparent to all 
that it is no easy task to keep fifty small children in order, but this was 
done and much more, Some very interesting classes were here found. 

» DISTRICT NO. 2. 

SumMER TerM.—Taught by Miss Frances M. Butler of Hillsborough. A 
good school. 

WinTER TermM.—Also commenced by the same teacher but was interrupted 
by her sickness and finished by Mrs. Melinda Brown, who discharged her 
duties very acceptably to the district and to your committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer TerM.—Taught by Miss Fannie Henshaw. This was fully an av- 
erage school. A little more energy would have made it “tip top.” 

Winter TERM.—Miss Abby McClintock, teacher. This teacher has taught 
several terms in this district, and it cannot do better than to employ her again. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer TERM.—Taught by Miss Mary E. Clement. This was her first ef- 
fort as teacher, but was a very good one. More energy would however, have 
been an improvement. 

Winter Tepm.—Miss Mary E. Andrews, teacher. This was one of the 
best schools in'town. The order was excellent, and the instruction thorough. 
DISTRICT NO. 56. 

SuMMER AND AvTomn TERMs.—Taught by Miss Georgia B. Howard. ‘Both 
good schools, 

Winter Term.—Taught hy Miss Susan M. Gay. This wasa fair school. 
Miss Gay is a hard-working, faithful teacher. The large boys did not be- 
have as well as they ought, and if the teacher had used a cudgel upon them 
it would have been a decided improvement to the school. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 

SuMMER AND WInTER TERMs.—Both terms taught by Mrs. M. E. L. Kogar 
of Concord, and with singular success. The ambition ofthe pupils was rous- 
ed by her exertions and very great improvement made in learning and behavior. 
The examinations were both croweded with citizens and if they will continue 
their ixterest in the school, we may expect to have good schools in future, 
though a less accomplished teacher is employed. For improvement in deport- 
ment, this school must be considered as having won the flag, 

DISTRICT NO, 7. 


There are no scholars in this district, and it ought to be united with No, 6. 
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DI’ LRICT NO. 8. 

“Suvater Texe. —Taught by. Miss Kitty M. Gage of Washington. This 
“was her first’school but should not be her last. A class of small girls who 
commenced the study of pritten arithmetic, answered nearly every question 
in the simple rules, at examination. No tardiness and only one dismissal 
during the term. 

Winter Term,—Taught by Mr, Carl Knight. Mr. K. has excellent learn- 
ing, but failed to keep good order in this, his first school. Another time he 
will correct this and do well. More knocks and fewer words will set him all 
right and make him master as well as instructor. With these suggestions we 
should not hesitate to engage him for any of our scheols. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer Term.—Taught by Miss Katie J. Centre. This was Miss Centre’s 
firstschool. Only four scholars attended, but they appeared to be studious 
and to have learned well. 

Winter Term.—Taught by Miss Sara F. Bickford, one of our most expe- 
rienced and successful teachers. The term wasa good one and the district 
were fortunate in securing her services. 

This district should unite with No. 10. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


SuMMER AND WintTER TeRMs.—Both terms taught by Miss Celeste Carr. 
This is a good school in deportment and the two terms taught by Miss Carr 
were profitable ones to the scholars. No more satisfactory terms were had in 
town than these, bie ih 

. DISTRICT NO. 11. 

SuMMER AND WINTER TERMS.—Both terms were taught by Miss Hattie A. 
Wilkins, and were both ‘‘No. 1.’’ Instruction. thorough and order good. 

DISTRICT NO: 12, 

Summer TerM.—Taught by Miss Hattie M. Hazen. This term was but 
four weeks in length and all was accomplished that could be expected in so 
short atime. No instances of tardiness or dismissal. Some good readers 
were found in this school. 

Winter Texm.—Taught by Miss Carrie E. Parker. This is too hard a 
school for a beginner, Miss P. did even better than we expected she could 
do, in this school. No trouble was experienced snd the progress was very 
good, but the large scholars (particularly the boys) took too many liberties. 
Another time Miss Parker will set up her authority more firmly in the begin- 
ning and do better. 

DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer TerM.—Miss May Fox, teacher. A good school. School room 
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decorated at the close. Scholars orderly. Progress good. 
Winter TerM.—Mr. Frank J. Bickford, teacher. This was Mr. B’s first 
school but was quite successful. Good progress was made in the studies, 
and good order maintained. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


SumMeR anp WintER TrerMs.—Both terms taught by Miss Frankie Chase. 
The first term was very fair for a beginner, and the second, a decided improve- 
ment on the first. 
DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Only oneterm. Taught by Miss Edith Wheeler. This is a small school of 
small scholars but the term was satisfactory. Very goodfor a beginner. No 
tardiness. 

DISTRICT NO, 16. 


SuMMER AND WINTER TEBM.—Both terms taught by Miss Mary G. Allen, 
These terms were both too short to accomplish a great deal but more was 
done than could reasonably be expected. The order and advance were both 
commendabie. No tardiness during either term. 

DISTRICT NO. 17. 


A Summer TERM of twelve weeks was donated to the children of this dis- 
trict by L. A. Cooledge Esq. of Boston. Miss Katie Cooledge, teacher. This 
term is understood to have been a pleasant and profitable one to those who ‘at- 
tended. 

Winter TermM.—Taught by Mr. Albert Lake who fully sustained the rep- 
utation he gained here the previous winter. The school house should be re- 
modeled so as to give more floor ruom. 

DISTRICT NO. 18. 

Summer ‘Term.—Miss Susan M. Gay, teacher.’ This was a small school 
but to all appearances a very pleasant one and satisfactory to your committee. 

Winter Term.—Taught by Miss Georgia B. Howard. Owing to absence 
from town at the close, this school was visited but once, yet no hesitation is 
felt in pronouncing it a good school. ; 

DISTRICT NO, 19. 

SumMeER anD WintgER Turms.—Both terms taught by Miss Jennie E. Gray. 

These were both good schools. An excellent class in Colburn’s arithmetic 


was found here. It seems as though this district which lies in Hillsborough 
would be benefited to unite with No. 6.
